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The villages of Lazac P Porodin, Zabljani, Kanina and Bareeane in the Bitolj 
district of !"acedonia, have a Community Peopled Council with headquarters 
in Porodin* In early 1950 the Community Council was in Lasacj however, th© 
peasants in this village destroyed all the records of the Community Council 
and th© collective,. The Council’s headquarters were cons gci uently transferred 
to ^orodin* The following individuals were members of the Community People’s 
Council s

In 1948 a few inhabitants of Lazac formed a collective, but in February 
1949 all the peasants ivere forced to join it. The following individuals 


were employed by tho collective in Lazac: 
a. Chairman: Blaza Dandusovski 
b* Cashier: Dusan Alusevski 
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o. Employees « Cane Minovski and Cane bararlievski. 

6„ In 1949 work was begun on a building; which wt s to contain the offices and 
supply room of the collective. This building was not yet completed in July 
1951. The stables of the collective were completed in 1950. In I960, 
the collective had approximately 3000 sheep and 260 head of cattle? however, 
by July 1951 s the stook of the collective had been depleted to approximately 
800 sheep and 100 head of cattle. I n 1950 each working member of the 
collective received 46.3 dinars per working day. Each working member 
of the collective also reoeived 170 kilograms of corn which was to last 
for the next 12 months. This amount was inadequate, and informant is 
of the opinion that the people would not have been able to survive if 
they had hot received a shipment of corn from the United States in Maroh 
1951. ^ 

7. A militia unit of 15 men was stationed in the village of Velusina. Several 
hundred meters south of the village of LStsao, close to the Yugoslav-Greek 
border, was a blockhouse to whiih approximately 15 to 20 border guards 
were assigned. 
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
